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In 1934, Dr. Anderson cane to St. Vincent's Hospital in Billings, Montana, 
looking for nurses. Margaret Morgaridge and I agreed to come to Norland 
Hospital in Norland, Wyoming. 

We hart been doing Private Duty Nursing in Billins and jobs weren't very 
plentiful as those were the Depression years. If we did work lots of cases, 
we never were paid. 

What a surprise it was to find that the Hospital was actually the top floor 
of the Viele Building on Main Street. The Doctors' offices were located there 
also. We had a Surgery Room, Ex-ray Room, Nursery and 5 Patient rooms (2,3, 
and 4 patients to a room). There was a Kitchen, Laundry Room and 1 Bathroom. 
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Carrying patients up and down those steep steps was rough. 

nr. llcKeon and Ida Porter were also there. There was always one of us on 
nights alone. So if we needed help, we would watch for the Druggists getting 
off work at Read's Drug. We would call to then and they would cone help us. 
Blanche Glenn was our Cook and Laundry Woman. She was a good cook, too. 

We always kept the black bag ready for birth deliveries. We had many home 
deliveries in those days. 

Margaret stayed on for about 2 years and then left when War was declared in 
1941. She went into the Army Nurse Corp. 

Dr. Harmon came after Dr. McKeon. Sally Culbertson took Ida's place when she 
married Dr. Porter. Dr. Harmon practiced several years and then he left at 
which time Dr. Avery joined the staff. 

Dr. Groshart always helped Dr.Anderson in the summers when he was in Medic 
School. Then he was in the Navy during the War and cane back here in 1946. 
His wife, Harriet, was a nurse and she worked in the hospital when he was in 
the Navy. Then later on, she worked in his office. Dr. Groshart died in 

1976. During the war years we were short of help but everyone worked until 
the work was done (no overtime). 

One tragic accident occured when a Carnival came to town on the lot across 
from the Court House. One man was diving from a high structure and missed 
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the tub with water in it that he was supposed to land in. We received him at 
the hospital, but he did not survive. 

nr. Gray had his own Hospital and Office in his hone for many, many years. 

Mrs. Gray was his Nurse and Manager. Hr. Gray died in 1954. 

Dr. Anderson built a new Hospital — which is presently the Library Building - 
in 1938. We had planned to move on a certain day, but Con Lass was in need of 
an appendectomy, so we moved that day and did the surgery in the new building 
because we did not want to move him the day after his surgery. 

We really appreciated our new building as it had lots more room. The 
Doctors’ offices were there also. Dr. Harmon and Sally Culbertson were there 
too. Sally worked until she married and started to raise a family. Then I 
took over her duties as Director of Nurses and also the Office Nurse. Kate 
Tideman was our Laundry Woman and Mrs. Ptnam was in Housekeeping. 

Dr. Engelman was located in Basin, Wyoming, in 1940. Then he served in the 
War and came back to Basin in 1945. He and his family moved to Norland in 

1948. He built his own Clinic about 1950 and worked hard for many, many 

years until his retirement. 

Edna Clymore and 3 nurses came here from Nebraska to work in the Hospital 
about 1940. 

Lavena Smith and Margaret Hyatt arrived in 1941. Lavena came from Minnesota 
and Margaret came from Canada. Loretta Hyatt came here from Nebraska. They 
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all worked at the Hospital until they were married. 

Bornie Johnson, Bunny Haines and Eleanor Peraud came from Missoula, Montana, 
in 1946. Later on, Bernie went to work for Dr. Horsley and is still there. I 
quit in 1945 after the War and got married. I was busy raising 2 boys for 
the next few years. The Hospital needed a Surgical Nurse in I960 so I went 
hack to work there. Beverly Wilson and I worked in Surgery until I retired in 
1976. 

Doctors Anderson, Froyd, Misner and Horsley built the Medical Clinic in 1964. 

In 1962, we moved into the present Hospital. Each move got us more room and 
better equipment. 

Dr. Anderson left here in 1970 to practice in Colorado and lie was really the 
doctor who started better hospital conditions and medical care in this 
County. He died in Colorado in 1975. Dr. Froyd died in 1979. 


Meg Stark was the Lab Technician in 1962 and we moved into the ne P' 

in December, 1962. Meg is still operating the Lab with the help of Ron 
Swartzendruber who came here in 1966. Ruth Fare was our Cook for many years. 

Dr. Froyd started his practice here in 1954. That year Fran Pinegar took over 
as Director of Nurses until her airplane accident in 1950. Beth Harper then 
took over Fran’s job until 1970. She had to retire on account of health 
problems so then Jackie Thompson took over as nirector of Nurses until 1980. 
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Charlene Lungren came In the 1940 era and usually worked the 3 to 11 shift at 
nights. She also gave anesthetics for many years. Lila Riechert worked in 
-Or. Anderson’s office then in the Hospital - since 1949 - she is still a 
faithful nurse. 

Dr. Horsley opened an office here in 1960. His office is in the Medical 
Building. 

Margie Fassler moved here in 1961 and she worked part time at first but then 
full time and is still with it. 

Lou Rennock came here and worked from 1964 until she retired in 1987 - nights 
were her steady shift. 

I have tried to remember the nurses and dcotors who came here and stayed and 
made their homes here. 

There were many good nurses and doctors who came and left over the years.
